Higdon received 
a letter Monday from his wife and

i .iouming in California, telling of 
their experiences during the recent 
earthquake.

experiencetUone of the worst earth­ 
quakes they have had in Los An­ 
geles in many years I must write 
and let you how frightened I was. 
Lucille- and I went down town yes­ 
terday afternoon

window shopped.

ner then went to .one of Los An­ 
geles’ fine theaters, called the “Cal­ 
ifornia.”

According to 
i In* bureau of internal revenue. The 
collection of this tax marks the 
opening of* the tax gat hen ng work 
for the new fiscal year, starting 
July I. 
The tax on domestic corporations 
is $1 “for each $1,000 or so much 
of the fair average of its capital 
stock for the preceding year, end­ 
ing June GO, as is in 
excess 
of 
$5,000." 
Foreign corporations are required 
to pay a tax at the rate of $1 for 
each $1,000 of capital stock, em­ 
ployed in the United States, with­ 
out the benefit of the $5,000 de­ 
duction. * 
The penal!y for failure lo file a 
return before July SI is an added 
assessment of 25 per cent of the 
amount due.
